Lt. Gen. Ben Lear, former Sec- 
ond Army chief, still rememebred 
for his disciplinary orders to a 
group-of soldiers in the “yoo-hoo” 
incident at Memphis in the sum- 
mer of 1941, already has succeed- 
ed» McNair as commanding gen- 
eral of the ground forces. 

No hint of the nature of Me- 
Nair’s new job was given, but the 
War Department stressed that it 
was important. 

Small (he is 5 ft. 8 in. tall) neat, 
energetic and soft spoken, McNair 
is the designer of the training pro- 
gram that has produced combat 
units which fought like veterans 
in their first battles. He is cred- 
ited with streamlining the old 
“square” division of nearly 20,000 
men into the “triangular” infantry 
division of 15,000, and is said to 
have originated the tank destroyer. 

Lear, who succeeds him, is a 
cavalryman who rose from the 
ranks. Once before he command- 
ed the ground forces temporarily 
when McNair was wounded while 
visiting the Tunisian front in April 
1943. 


A celebrated incident in his ca- 
reer was the “yoo-hoo” affair at 
Memphis. Lear, in civilian clothes, 
was playing golf when the trucks 
of Nhe 110th quartermaster regi- 
ment\ rolled by on their way to 
Arkansas. The _ soldiers “yoo- 
hooed” and whistled at girls on 
the golf course and when they saw 
an elderly golfer teeing off, 
yelled “Forel” “Hey, buddy, need 
a caddy?” 

The elderly golfer was the com- 
manding general of the Second 
Army, who forthwith ordered the 
soldiers on a disciplinary march. 
It set off a controversy in the 
press and in oongress, and the 
War Department ordered Lear to 
make a full report. Lear did not 
back down, 

“Loose conduct and rowdyism 
cannot be tolerated,” was his reply. 

The Second Army command was 
a training job, too, and Lear won 
the Distinguished Service ) Medal 
for his “excellent judgment, force- 
ful leadership, untiring efforts and 
high professional attainments” 
while he held it.

MOSCOW, July 14.—(4)—The 
Germans have desecrated the 
grave of Pushkin, taken away 
relics that marked his memory, 
and burned many of his manu- 
scripts, Red Star correspondent, 
Maj. Boris Azbukin, reported to- 
day in a dispatch which caused 


widespread indignation here. 

Alexander Pushkin, 19th cen- 
tury Russian poet who more 
than once was in trouble with 
Czarist authorities because of 
his liberal opinions, is revered 
by Russians as Shakespeare is 
by English-speaking peoples. 

“It would be the same,” shout- 
ed one Russian today, “as if the. 
Germans had wrecked Stratford 
on Avon or destroyed George 
Washington’s Mount Vernon.” 

“{aj. Azbukin, who is .with

Obviously battleships, carriers,

were in this region from the. start 
of the battle. 

With fiery death just under 
their decks in the form of fuel, the

Once the fleet reached Saipan 
the worx of the Navy had only 
begun.

Loss of Suit 
On Rates Seen 


COLUMBIA, §S. C., July 17.—(#) 
Gov. Johnston predicted today 
that a $60,750,000 freight rate suit 
against 20 railroads filed by Geor- 
gia’s Gov. Arnall would be “kick- 
ed out” of the United States su- 
preme court. 

Arnall filed the suit in the su- 
preme court June 20 asking dam- 
ages for his state and its ship- 
pers on the ground that the freight 
rate structure imposed on Geor- 
gia and the south was “discrimi- 
natory and detrimental” and that 
it was “the creature of pernicious 
sectional politics.” 

Johnston said that Arnall had 
undertaken his supreme court ac- 
tion without consulting other 
southern governors who had been 
working for equitable freight rates 
since 1934. 

The South Carolina governor in- 
structed his attorney general, John 
Daniel, yesterday to investigate 
Arnall’s action to determine 
whether it would affect the “com- 
petitive relationships” between 
the ports of Charleston and Sa- 
vannah. 

Johnston told Daniel in a let- 
ter that the southern governors’ 
conference already had filed a case 
with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission regarding freight rate 
discriminations. This case has al- 
ready been heard and is now pend- 
ing a decision by the ICC. 

Should Georgia win its case, 
Johnston said it was conceivable 
that a lower freight rate might 
be put into effect to the port of 
Savannah than to the port of Char- 
leston.

HELP SAVE THE WOUNDED 


‘Robot’ Refuge 
Problem Tense 


LONDON, Saturday, July 15.— 
(P)—With evacuation of London 
greater than even during the 1940- 
41 blitz, a serious situation devel: 
oped today in finding refuge from 
robot bombs for women and chil- 
dren, and scores have returned to 
the capital after being turned 
away in safe areas. 

Hardships faced by evacuees are 
drawing more attention in the 
morning press than the bombs 
themselves, and charges of prof- 
iteering are coming from several 
districts. 

While the proportion of strand- 
ed among the estimated 169,000 
evacuees was comparatively small, 
the government may be forced to 
crack down on those reluctant to 
open their homes, especially for 
mothers and babies. 

And to public clamor for more 
information about countermeasures 
against the bombs, Home Secre- 
tary Herbert Morrison warned yes- 
terday that the ordeal is not over 
by a long shot. 

There was a possibility that 
army camps vacated by invasion 
troops might be opened. Minister 
of health officials said negotiations 
had begun with the war office 
“but no suitable camps are avail- 
able yet.”

A Decisive Battle 


The recent successes of the Russian armies, together with 
official Soviet statistics as to the amounts of war material and 
lend-lease supplies received from the Allies, indicate beyond 
argument that one of the decisive battles of the war was won 
by the convoys which fought through the Arctic sea and brought 
their cargoes 'o Murmansk. 

‘It is revealed, for instance, that through April this year, the 
Russians received supplies valued at $4,612,000,000, through lend- 
lease, from the United States, In addition, values totaling 
$745,000,000 were lost en route. 

The British sent to Russia 319,000 tons of weapons ready 
for use, classed as military aid and for which no payment was 
asked. The British also sent the better part of a million tons of 
raw materials, industrial equipment and food, partly for cash 
and partly on credit. 

Thus, while detracting nothing from the magnificence of the 
soldiers of the Red armies, it is well to remember that, even on 
the eastern front, both ourselves and the British have contributed 
substantially to the power of the onslaught against the common 
enemy. 

And we must never forget that the course of the war in 
Europe would probably have been changed entirely if it had not 
been for the unconquerable determination and unflinching 
courage of the men of the Merchant Marine and of the naval 
escorts who saw that the convoys to Murmansk got through.

Common Sense and Poll Taxes 


It is interesting, and hopeful, to read in a national magazine 
such as Collier's, an intelligent discussion of the poll tax which 
is based on fact and not on political maneuvering. Says Collier's: 

“The annual congressional uproar about eight southern states’ 
poll taxes arrived in due course this spring, bringing with it the 
usual orations, breast-beatings, threatening filibusters and all- 
round ill will. 

“Here is what looks like the common-sense view of the matter: 

“These poll taxes are a remnant of the old property qualifica- 
tions for voting, which used to keep many Americans away from 
the polls. They are aimed at southern Negroes, but like most 
other blunderbuss laws they hit a lot of other people besides their 
targets—in this case, the poor whites. 

“All this has its elements of hypocrisy and injustice. But there 
is only one way to wipe it out, constitutionally, and that is by 
amending the Constitution—a long, cumbersome job, The trouble 
is that the Constitution leaves to the states the power to determine 
the manner of holding elections. 

“The anti-poll-tax crusaders by and large want to sidestep a 
constitutiona! amendment by means of a federal statute forbidding 
poll taxes. Should congress ever pass such a bill, though, it 
would probably be held unconstitutional by the supreme court. 

“The annus! fight for such a law does, however, give welcome 
opportunities to a lot of professional manipulators of votes and 
fomenters of race and class prejudice—which is one big reason 
why they annually bring on this fight. 

“Under the circumstances, there seems to be only one sane 
course open to genuine liberals, white and colored, north and south. 
That course would be to do everything possible to squelch the 
damagogues, and to get behind a carefully thought out proposal) 
to amend the Constitution so as to eliminate poll taxes in all 
states. We co not see how short cuts and clever devices for 
evading the Constitution can in the long run do anything except 
defeat their own purpose.” 

The Constitution, having long argued in exactly this fashion, 
is pleased to reproduce it and urge that it be read by all those of 
both persuasions who have been beating their breasts about it.

GEORGIA 
EDITORS SAY: 


TOO MANY COUNTIES 
(Macon Telegraph.) 

The League of Women Voters 
is rendering a valuable service to 
the people of this state by study- 
ing the proposed new constitution 
for Georgia and in making sugges- 
tions as to such changes as seem 
desirable in the eyes of the organ- 
ization. 

In an article recently given out 
for publication the league makes 
an unanswerable argument in 
favor of a reduction in the num- 
ber of counties in Georgia. It 
looks on both sides of the ques- 
tion as to whether it is possible 
to get through a referendum on 
which the people would vote with 
regard to this reduction and 
comes to the conclusion that such 
a proposal could be presented to 
the people and that they would 
indorse it by a. substantial ma- 
jority. 


In an effort to get at the fact 
the league sent a questionnaire to 
candidates for the legislature ask- 
ing whether, if elected, they 
would be democratic and fair- 
minded enough to let the people 
vote on this important matter. 
The question was worded ag fol- 
lows: 

Provided the revised consti- 
tution does not drastically re- 
duce the number of counties, 
will you work to secure a vote 
of the people in a separate state- 
wide referendum on this ques- 
tion? 

The league expresses itself as 
greatly encouraged by the re- 
sponse to this questionnaire. A 
majority of the candidates who 
answered said: “Yes”; not a big 
majority but a real majority and 
the answers came from all over 
the state. 

The league thinks this means 
that many legislators believe that 
the people have the right to vote 
on an issue as fundamental as 
this, and that many of the candi- 


dates are big enough to see it is» 


more important for real prosper- 
ity 


or office to be safeguarded. 


In conclusion the league be-| | 


lieves that in a referendum the 
people would vote overwhelming- 
ly for a reduction in the number 
of counties and that the legisla- 
ture could not ignore such a man- 
date. 

Every impartial student of the 
situation must realize that Geor- 
gia has ®o0 many counties—the 
largest number of any state in the 
union except Texas and far larger 
than the great state of New York. 
It must be obvious that a reduc- 
tion in the number of counties 
would make for efficiency and 
economy. 

There have been doubts in our 
minds whether the public good 
would be able to prevail over the 
selfish interests of the courthouse 
crowd throughout the state, and

Darkness comes to Germany, too. There comes 
a time when blood-shot eyes will no longer remain 
open.

I find myself wondering about that last hour before the meet- 
ings break up.

Physical Handicaps 


Can Be Overcome 


It may be, at first thought, a little out of place 
for one who has no physical handicap—observ- 
able, at least—to talk about the overcoming of 

‘ such misfortune as the loss of a leg. But recent 
attention having been drawn to the manner in which a man minus 
one leg, or both, may get along magnificently with an artificial 
limb, or limbs, it seemed timely to recall a crippled man I once 
knew. Many years ago. 

However, let’s leave the story of that man for a few paragraphs 
and meanwhile review more recent stories. 

Quentin Reynolds, one of. the better war correspondents, tells 
in one of his published books of visiting an English institution 
where severely crippled soldiers are rehabilitated for civilian life. 
He was shown over the place by the head surgeon. 

Walking in the gardens, which Reynolds said were most beauti- 
fully kept, they came across a gardener working with some rose 
bushes. The surgeon introduced the gardener to Reynolds and said 
he had been one of their patients. “He wanted so badly to stay 
here and he had been a competent gardener before the war, we 
found this job for him,” the surgeon explained. 

Then he went on to say the gardener had lost a leg and used a 
plastic artificial limb. He then asked the gardener to run down the 
path a way and run back to them. 

“Now,” said the surgeon to Reynolds, “I'll bet you a shilling you 
can’t tell me which is the artificial leg and which the real one.” 

The man had run perfectly naturally. 

Reynolds said, actually, he couldn’t, but made a wild guess. 
The surgeon laughed. 

“Both legs are artificial,” he said. The grinning gardener pulled 
up his pant legs and visually corroborated the surgeon. 


THE ONE-LEGGED DANCER Robert St. John, a few morn- 
ings ago, told the story of 


Billy Gibson, one-time successful Broadway dancer, who himself 
lost a leg at Chateau-Thierry in the first World War. 

Gibson is now entertaining wounded men of this war who have 
lost a leg or an arm. He entertains them by tap dancing. They 
are not very interested, St. John said, in his tap dancing. Not at 
first. They are too obsessed with their own worries and fears. 

But when Gibson tells them—and shows them—that one of his 
own legs is made of wood and plastic, they get tremendously inter- 
ested. For here is a man who has conquered the handicap so many 
of them face. 

Gibson tells them the story of the one-legged veteran of the first 
war who was fitted with a plastic leg. Gibson took this man to a 
dance and urged him to find a partner and try to dance, anyway. 
The man did so, successfully. As he and his partner came off the 
dance floor, Gibson congratulated him and said it was “fine.” 

“Fine,” retorted the man, “it’s miraculous. I couldn’t dance 


at all before I lost my own leg.” 

MY OLD FRIEND More than 30 years ago I had a friend, a 
man who had lost both legs. He was mar- 

ried and made a good living for himself and his wife, in vaudeville. 

The legless man appeared on the stage alone, in what they called 

a “single.” His wife traveled with him in the capacity of wife 

alone; she was not a fellow performer. 

This friend of mine had a good act and was always in demand 
in the vaudeville theaters. 

He danced. Danced on his hands. It was a marvelous thing 
to see his agility as he used his powerful arms as legs. He had 
one of those arrangements, on the stage, of stairs going up to a 
platform and down again, On his hands he could run up and 
down those stairs as fast as any of us could on our feet. 

He was one of the most cheerful, contented, happiest men I 
ever knew. For he had overcome a terrific handicap and made 
himself an independent, self-supporting citizen. 

Handicaps, you see, can be overcome.

NEW YORK, July 14.—In an- 
other of her sidelong pleas for 
the Communists, Mrs. Roosevelt 
recently wrote: “We live 
country in which our proud boast 
for many years has been that we 
could speak our own minds on 
any subject and be protected in 
our right to hold to our beliefs 
or to express ourselves as we 
pleased.” 

As against that, I should like to 
say that the groups for whom, 
later in the essay, Mrs. Roosevelt 


bespoke this cherished American 
right, are violent enemies of free- 
dom of dissent and to cite again 
some pertinent testimony from the 
writings of the late Frank Knox. 
Mr. Knox wrote that the govern- 
ment, of which Mrs. Roosevelt, by 
personal pushfulness, soon made 
herself an active and influential 
part, had established, at public 
expense, an enormous propaganda 
“that functions along lines quite 
similar to the organizations of 
Stalin, Hitler, and Mussolini,” to 
tell the American people that her 
husband was a great President 
and that the New Deal was a 
great, idealistic program. He 
wrote further that “in addition to 
being a propaganda organization, 
it is an espionage system in full 
bloom.” 

And, for reply, long in advance, 
_to Mrs. Roosevelt’s current taunt- 
ing reminder of the freedom 
which Americans enjoyed before 
her own accession to influence as 
the wife of one whom she has 
had the confident effrontery to 
call the “ruler” of the American 
people, Mr. Knox set forth the 
elements of political intimidation 
by which Mrs. Roosevelt’s party 
has, to a great degree, suppressed 
our old right to “speak our minds 
on any subject.” 


Three Consequences 

“Let a person of prominence 
speak up in criticism of the New 
Deal,” Mr. Knox wrote, “and one 
of three things, or all three, is 
likely to happen to him. In due 
time he will find himself before 
a legislative committee in Wash- 
ington. He will be publicly casti- 
gated by an obedient officeholder 
in Washington and/or he will be 
put on the calling list of the In- 
ternal Revenue Department.” 

I would say, further, that many 
substantial Americans of unques- 
tionable loyalty nowadys are 
afraid to speak their minds on 
controversial subjects lest they be 


Board, or the War Labor Board, 
denied necessary priorities or re- 
negotiated or harassed by In- 
ternal Revenue, I would say fur- 
ther that Mrs. Roosevelt herself 
very well knows that members of 
labor unions, which her New Deal 
government compelled them to

Even President 
Roosevelt and Attorney General 
Biddle have said that Communism 
is subversive and the Dies com- 
mittee was organized to expose 
subversive activities. 

Pursuant to’ this mandate the 
committee investigated the PAC 
and it just happened that Mrs. 
Roosevelt and the rest were identi- 
fied in the long distance telephone

FDR Letter Puts 
Dewey on the Spot 


WASHINGTON. — Mr. Roosevelt's letter to 

" National Party Chairman Hannegan, certifying 
tk... 4 his willingness to accept a fourth-term nomina- 
eee tion, places the presidential campaign on a proper 
level and knocks the props from under the basic strategy outlined 
by Gov. Thomas E. Dewey in accepting the Republican nomination 


before the Chicago convention. 


As the President correctly appraises the situation, it is not for 
him to decide whether he shall continue as Commander-in-Chief at 
the most crucial time in the nation’s history, but rather a decision 
which the people themselves should make, 


“If the people command me to continue in this office and in this 
war,” he stated, “I have as little right to withdraw as the soldier 
has to leave his post in the line.” 

The effect of that statement, with its emphasis on the President's 
title role as commander-in-chief, is to put the campaign on an en- 
tirely different plane from that visualized by the opposition. 

Governor Dewey in his Chicago acceptance speech told the Re 
publican convention that the war “is and must remain completely 
out of politics.” He praised the superb job being done by General 
Marshall and Admiral King, ovr Army and Navy chiefs of staff, 
and announced that if elected President he would continue them in 


their present posts. 

Then, in what some regarded as a clever 
NO INTERFERENCE trap to secure votes, the youthful Repub- 
lican nominee told the convention that if there was net now any 
civilian interference with the military and naval commands, a 
change in administrations would not affect the war situation. If 
there has been “civilian interference,” he added, the new adminis 
tration would put a stop to it forthwith. 

The implication of the Dewey remarks was clear cut and 
easily defined. What he was trying to do was to minimize in the 
public mind the importance of the presidency in relation to the 
military conduct of the war. His use of the term “civilian interfer- 
ence” with the military command was intended to relegate the 
President to that sort of status, and to imply that the conduct of 
the war would be better served if it received no over-all direction 
from the Commander-in-Chief. 

Mr. Roosevelt, by emphasizing the war and his own paramount 
role therein, has met the Dewey contention headon. The New York 
Governor will have to think and begin talking—fast—to overcome 
the position the President has left him in. 

Another effect of the President’s letter to Chairman Hannegan 
is to squelch one of the main issues the Republicans had counted on 
in the campaign__the cry of dictatorship. Already the Hearst and 
other hostile sections of the press are shouting that if the President | 
is given a fourth term, the country might as well count on s 
Roosevelt dynasty being established. 

The President's answer to this is that while he personally would 
prefer to retire to his home on the Hudson, it is a matter for the 
voters to decide whether his continuation in office is best suited 
to the public welfare. 

The tone of his letter clearly suggests that he is willing to rest 
the matter there. If the people want him, they will re-elect him: if 
they don’t, they will throw him out. What could be fairer? What 
more in keeping with our democratic processes? 


And wherein is any issue of dictatorship involved there? How 
can the suggested issue of the “indispensable man” be raised from a 
procedure of that kind? The people have a right, and will be ac- 
corded the right, to decide for themselves in the election of next 


November. 
“ ” In announcing his willingness to accept the 
WON'T RUN nomination, the President said he “would not 
run in the usual partisan, political sense.” By that he is taken to 
mean that he will offer his candidacy on his record, without mak- 
ing the usual partisan appeals that have characterized presidential 
campaigns of the past. He will be content to leave it to the people 
to vote him up or down, as they please, on the fact of his record. 
And that tends to put Mr. Dewey on the spot. It would be in- 
teresting to see what the public reaction would be if the Republican 
nominee should go out on the hustings with a partisan plea for votes 
at a time of crisis such as now confronts the nation. 


While it remains for Mr. Roosevelt to clarify the sta ‘it 
is logical to suppose that he contemplates making no active politi- 
cal campaign for re-election. Such speeches as he may deliver dur- 
ing the campaign will, it is believed, be devoted chiefly to the war 
effort, together with a discussion of plans for permanent world 
peace after the war and the program being outlined for meeting 
the problems of postwar economic readjustment—subjects about 
which there should be little political controversy. 


It does seem that the President's letter has put Gov. Dewey 
on the spot.

Pay Hike Plans 
Go to Council 


By HERMAN HANCOCK. 
The fight to increase compensa- 
tion paid 30 city department heads 
will be transferred from commit- 
tees to the floor of city council. 
Proposed salary hikes and an 
automatic system of salary in- 
creases, which would have cost the 
treasury approximately $5,000 for 
the remainder of this year and an- 
other $12,000 for 1945, and a sub- 
stitute proposal by Councilman J. 
Allen Couch granting outright pay 
‘raises to deserving department 
heads, were rejected yesterday by 
a subcommittee named from coun- 
cil’s finance committee. 


2 PLANS PREPARED 
Despite the subcommittee’s ac- 


‘| tion, Councilman John A. White, 


a member of the ‘subcommittee, 
said he will offer the automatic 
salary increase plan, proposed by 
department heads, and Couch said 
he will offer his substitute at coun- 
rcil’s session beginning at 2 p. m. 
Monday. 

Alderman Ed A. Gilliam, fi- 
nance committee chairman and 
third member of the subcommit- 
tee, said he will convene the fi- 
nance committee before the coun- 
cil session to pass on failure of 
the subcommittee to reach an 
agreement. 

Couch also asked City Comp- 
troller B. Graham West to review 
the city’s financial condition with 
a view to increasing .present sal- 
ary bonuses for all employes of 
the city. 

COUCH’S SUGGESTION 

Under the present bonus system, 
workers making less than $250 
monthly get a 15 per cent bonus, 
and those making in excess of $250 
a month get 12 1-2 per cent. Couch 
suggested that the fiscal status of 
the city be explored to ascertain 
whether or not the treasury can 
stand the strain of hiking the per- 
centages to 20 and 15 per cent, re- 
spectively. 

The Couch proposal would have 
increased cost of department head 
services in about the same propor- 
tion the department heads’ plan 
wolud have done. 

Of more than 30 requests for 
changes in classification, which 
were before the subcommittee, 
only a fraction were approved 
with the concurrence of Stafford 
W. Graydon, city personnel direc- 
tor, but eight major changes were 
sanctioned by the committee.
